MR RENNIES DEATH. 
DETERMINED SUICIDE, 


Gallant Chinese Coxswains. 

The additional light which has becn 
thrown upon the death of Mr A. H. Ronnio 
{reported in the Cima Ma Inat night) 
by tho stories told by tho Chinese crew 
on the launch Canada—the only living 
witnesses to the aad calamity aro suftl- 
cient in thomaclvos to show that the 
deconsed deliberately committed suicide. 
To addition, however, proof of suicide ia 
given by the fact that Mr Renni , bofore 
ho left the city, wrote a letter to his wife 
announcing hia intention to take his life. 
At first’there was an idea that there might 
have boon foul play, but the actions of 
the Chinese on boatd the launch after Mr 
Kennie jumped into the sea were such ns 
to redound greatly to thoir credit, aud 
stamp them as being Chinese of more than 
average intelligence mon uot at a] likely 
te commit murder. 


Cause of the Suicide. 

Naturally the tragedy caused a sensation 
in business circles, and constituted the 
sole tupic of couversation, When seen 
about town yasterday worning Mr Rennie 
wai somewhat agitated, and we gather 
that he waa upset by business worries and 
Jorses. Ho had interviews with one or two 
bankers, und hefore tiftin was preaont with 
the manager of a local firm endeavouring 
to muke some business arrangements. Ho 
way greatly excited and friling’to transact 
tho business he desired he left greatly 
agitated, declaring that the world was 
against him and that he had been robbed in 
ove or two different ways —specifying ip 
what direction. Those with whom the inter- 
view was held did not however thiok that 
Mr Rennie would take hialifo. Thay know 
him ta be of an excitable nature, snd when 
ho had departed diaminiod the incident 
from their minds. 

Apparently Mr Rennie returned to his 
ottice without ceeovering from his tit of ex- 
citement and determined to end his lifo asa 
solution of hin dificulties. We understand 
that he ponned a letter to Mri Rennie in 
that strain, and then, ostensibly in par- 
suance of his custom to visit the mills in 
Junk Bay daily, set out from the Prays 
shortly after three o'clock, and as far ax 
was noticed by the Chinese crow of the 
lauuch thore was nothing in his actions to 
lead them to suspect Unt be premeditated 
taking his life. 

According ti une of the coxwanins, Mr 
Ronnie was whistling at intervals during 
the run up the harbour and shortly before 
reaching Tyvemoon Pass entered the cabin. 
Ho remained there for some time, re-ap- 
pearing with a black tin case in his hands, 


Round the eaxo was a piece of new ropo | 


which had been passed through the handles 
at oither und, and knotted on top af the 
box, with about ten feet of spare rope 
dangling on the deck. No particular at- 
tentiva seems te have been paid to Mr 
Ronnie's actions during the moments which 
immvdiately fullowed, but apparontly be 
placed the loose end of the rope round his 
neck avd jumped overboard; al this time 
the launch was travelling at 4 good rate 
through Lyeemoon Pass, - The second cox- 
swain—To Yau —saw Mr Rennie juinp into 
the water and immediately the coxawain 
dived in, despite the fuct that he was fully 
dressed and that thére was a choppy se 
running. The No 1 coxswain also showed 
great. presence of mind by throwing a life 
buoy over the side, which To Yau securod 
and with ip, reached Mr Rooniv's side. 
Mr Rennio mado no attompt to avail him: | 
wolf of the assistance proifered, but, in 
fact, duclined it, and, to 
To Yuu, put his free under water. Whether 
Mr Reunie was bein: slawly weighed

Mr Rennio's Career. 

Tho lato Mr Rennie was by birth a 
Canadian and was born on Nov. 17, 1857. 
After receiving his education at the Hnmil- 
ton Grammar School and Upper Cansdo 
College, Toronto, he hecamo confidential 
clerk to the Hon, John Noryuny, Premier 
and Provincial Treasuror of Manitoba, in 
1885. While serving in-this enpneity he 
‘was sent a8 a. dolegnte to England and New 
York to negotiate a loan for Manitobn, 
‘That wasin 1887, Mr Reunie rotained the 
position of confidential clerk to the Premier 
of Manitoba until 1889, 

Hie frat connection with the publi 
service of Hongkong was made in 1890 
when he wax appointed to the position of 
correspondence clerk in the Publio Works 
Dopartment. In 1892 he was acting 
Assistant Harhour Master and acting 
Supvriatendent of Water Police. The 
following year ho acted aa Sanitary Supor- 
intendent and Scerotary of the Sanitary 
Board. Shortly aftorwurds he retired 
from the Civil Service and started business 
on his own aceuunt. 

As a business man Mr Rennie bore the 
reputation of possessing induinitable 
energy combinud with marked ability.

when asked, has given it, that in his 
opinion, tw foreshore off Wanchai is 
fouler than it was fifgeen yents ugo, the 
reason being that thero is not so muck 
current at that part as formerly, partly dae 
to the reclamation of Causeway Bay. 

Mr Hooper stated that the répurt dealt 
only with Kowloon and he for one did not 
consider the question as it affected 
Victoria.

Mr Humphreys: Considerable stress 
has been laid by certain exporta on the

Mr Jwals Dass writos in “The Hindustan 
Review ” (Allahabad) thun : 

“We have aa yet to learn to tespect the 
opinion of the majority, and itisananomal y 
to me how the people who can not bear ty 
ho outvoted in an assembly like the Con- 
gress (where all the oftices are honorary 
ean hope to govern the caunuy by a party 
system, whou the party in power is bound 
to have such patronuge at ity comnund 
That self-government shonld be the idea’ 
for all patriotic Indians no one will gain-ay, 
but the Iussns of past history shonld not 
bo lost upon us. The ideal may be kept in 
view in striving for ill political refurm.”" 

The caste-system in India is fatal, he 
declares, to the development of genuine 
political freudom and practical government, 
and a comtinity that treats the lower 
classor ay they ace treated in India “ can 
hare no true instinct of liberty and self- 
respect." Ho eays in the most downright 
way that no party which © turns a deaf ear 
to tho claiuns of the lower castes and denies 
them the anere attributes of human beings” 
vught to expect ‘on alien government to 
listen 10 their grievances.” He severely 
charges the people of Hindustan with 
moral and social degradation, such as unfits 
thera for political freedom, and remarks: 

“Te ix the moral senso of the people thay 
has to he elavited, The avernge Indian is 
aselfsh creature at heart. Tho centuries 
of alien dominance have made him what he 
is, He has no love for hiy country, and 
patriotisw: is avayne tormto him. Hecan
